(2) strong conflict, and (3) an 
almost insane obsession, which 
he called "the unstopable," 
characterizing the protagonist. 
This last, Dolinsky said, "must 
be nothing mundane. It is usu­ 
ally idealistic."

Dolinsky's television credits 
include manuscripts for "Sci­ 
ence Fiction Theater." "Mati­ 
nee Theater," "Dr. Hudson's 
Secret Journal" and "Hall­ 
mark of Fame." He has written 
numerous scripts for radio's 
"The Whistler" and "Escape" 
series. He is the writer of the 
Paramount film, "Too Young 
for Love," now in production, 
and "Hotrod Rumble," which 
was also a paperback book.

Driving on the wrong side 
of the road is fast becoming a 
major problem on California 
highways according to infor­ 
mation released today by the 
California Highway Patrol.

"Each year an Increasing 
number of drivers are in­ 
volved in accidents while driv- 
ng on the wrong side of the 

road," declared Patrol Com­ 
missioner B. R. Caldwell. |'Dur- 
ng 1956 a study of 'wrong side 
f the road' accidents revealed 
hat there was one fatal acci- 
lent for every 11 injury acci- 
lents in that classification.

"A similar study of all fatal 
nd injury accidents for the 
ame year shows that there was 
ine fatal accident for every 
7 injury accidents, indicating 
hat driving on the the wrong 
ide the road is one of our 

more deadly violations," Cald- 
vell stated. "Some of the 
auses of drivers drifting 
.cross the center line are ex- 
essive speed on curves, asleep 
t the wheel, under the in- 
luence of alcohol, .fatigue, 
nd failure to keep alert.

"Keeping on your side of the 
oad will help you avoid hsad- 
in collisions, side-swipe 
rashes, similar errors by other 
Irivers, and j*ive you a better 
hance of completing your trip 
vithout an accident," Caldwell 
aid.
